ABOUT ELECTING ‘A PRESIDENT. 
Tne method oi electing the President of 
the United States is discussed in the March 
number of the International Review, by 
Judge T. M. Cooley, of Michigan, and 
Abram S. Hewitt, of New York, the ex- 
Chairman of the National Democratic Cen­ 
tral Committed, aud now a member of Con­ 
gress. 
The narrow escape lrom serious 
trouble growing out of the grave disputes 
regarding the election of 1880, has brought 
out considerate discussion concerning the 
mode of electing the President. 
Twice la 
the history of the United states, we have 
been carried very nearly the verge of civil 
war by disputes arising from Presidential 
elections. Tne first was in 1800, when Jef­ 
ferson aud Burr each received 73 electoral 
votes. 
We can note >nceive of a more bu* 
ululating, and in fact, disgraceful, event 
than that of 
the 
election 
ot 
that 
ambitious, unprincipled character—Aaron 
Burr. 
But Hamilton's 
patriotism and 
courage, prevented the calamity. 
Tne 
election was thrown into tao House, on the 
lith of February, 1831, and on the 3Gth 
ballot, Jefferson was elected President, and 
the traitor Burr, Vice President. 
Judge 
Cooley confesses that there exists a neces­ 
sity for a change in the electoral system, 
but alter proposing seven plans, he shows 
their weak points, 
and 
finally con­ 
cludes that none of them answer all the re* 
quiremeuts of the case. 
Here the Judge 
practically leaves uj, so that alter we have 
labored through his article, we are hardly 
any wiser than we were before. 
Neither 
does he leave the reader in a hopeful frame 
of mind as to the prospects for auy im­ 
provement in our electoral system. Ile con­ 
cludes with some general thoughts as fol­ 
lows:
